As. he 
has sent the humble editer of the New 
England Galaxy on a voyage to’ itmor- 
talay in cerpany with Wirt, Dexter, 
Webster, Pierpont, Prving, Percival, Paul- 
ding, and atest of others, it might be 
thought uneafe for us to give a more ex- 
tensive opinion of the general merits of the 
work, lust i should procure us a sbip- 
wreck otf the passage.

.man, a politician, nor an-orator. He has 
an honest heart, it may be; but there is no 
steadiness in his view; no scope for calcu- 
lation. Ele never argues, and never con- 
vinces. When his opponents are silenced, 
itis by his flippancy, sarcasm, and inso- 
lence. Itis only of late, that his friends 
have discovered what his enemies have 
long known---that he is aman of great ge- 
nius, cruelly disordered; a creature of high 
faculties, jumbled together, without ur- 
rangement, and slumbering or rebellious, 
like so many Persian satraps, just as the 
whim seizes them; in une word. a peevish, 
pestilent fellow, out of his element. 
In short, John Randolph cannot be elo- 
uent---for he cannot reason---he never 
cinae a syllogism in his life; and his 
speeches, ifa map of his mind were laid 
before us, and they were traced out, with 
all. their obtiquities, and intersections, 
would resemble the route of a defeated 
army.

‘fhe Esthonians have long retained and 
still Have a great veneration for thunder 
rhey considered it as the protector of 
ten houses, and consecrated to it offer- 
ings and vicums. These striking remains 
of paganism were very observable 6 late 
as tie last cehtury. 

Most of these purely pagan custo’ + 
have disappeared, some of them have . 
sumed the forms of Christianity; but the 
superstition remains, having only changed 
its emblems. In order to escape the vipi- 
lance of the police, the peasants. conceal 
these unlawful practices under the cover 
of the night 

Midsamer-day is particularly honoured 
by the Esthonian peasants, but Midsum- 
mer-eve more so. The chapels consecra;

he mtends to marry, takes care not fo 
mount a mare: the consequence of this 
woul? be, that ail his childeren would be 
daughters. - -- As soon as a young woman 
is afflanced, a red thread is tied round her 
body. When the marriage is completed, 
‘she must swell herse.fso as to break this 
thread. This is a sure preventative against 
evil it) cases of maternity. For the same 
reason, aS Soun as the bridegroom is seen 
coming on horseback, they are eager to 
loosen the girth of his horse. - -- In some 
places the young couple, immediately af- 
ter the ceremony, ov leaving the church, 
begin to run as fast as they can.
